As rogerds the fifth aud sixth re- 
commendations, ‘viz.,. an increased water 
supply and improved acwerage, I need 
sny nothing, as they are now in, 
Mr Chadwick’s hands, and the im 
provements in theso. respects ‘which havo 
' boon 80 long delayed, are, it may safely be 
assumed, on the eve of. being carried into 
effect.. But I: may perbops: be allowed to 
make one of two suggestions with reference 
to the subdivisions of the sixth recommend- 
ation. : : : 

Lhave vory little doubt that one of the 
chief onuses of the’ unhealthiness of. the 
detached ‘houses on the upper: levels in 
tho western district may be traced to the 
insavitary condition of the densely inhabit- 
ed native ‘quarter situated immediately 
below. Here many of the strects have 
‘been badly Jaid out, and in uumerous ‘in- 
stances they hayp.nover been metalled, nor 
provided with “drains and side channela. 
When Ihave proposed tu improve the road-. 
ways, [have been mot with the valid ob- 
jection that it would bea waste of money, 
as tha atresta mnat shortly be broken up in 
order to luy the drains and water pipes.” [ 
trust it may bo found possiblo to.arrango to 
carry out these works in this district at an 
early date, and the rondweys should then 
bo forthwith macadamised or concreted, 
The introduction’ of improved sowers will 
permit of abindoning the aystem which has 
hitherto prevailed of Jeading the foul gases. 
from the main drains of the’ lower - part of 
the town to ventilating shafts on the upper 
levels. By. improving the present: in- 
sanitary condition of Chida town, the:re- 
sidonts. of tho -hoases_ on the uppor 
level wil benefit, as surely as they have 
suffered ‘in tho past. through the heg- 
lected condition. of the swarms ‘of Ohi- 
nose living between them and the sea.” 

As regards the. coolie quartera E would 
recummend, if the existing lawa do not 
alresdy effectively provide for their propor 
construc‘iun and limit the-number of oceu- 
patits, that the Sanitary Ordinance should 
be supplemented by an enactment to ensure 
buildings: suitable for human: habitation,’ 
and for tho provontion of overcrowding. 

As the question of the report of the Fever 
Commissioners is now before the Sanitary 
B. ard, I propose,’ with His Excellency’s 
permiasion, tu forward a copy of this report 
to the Secretary of the Board.
